SUICIDE AT SEA. 


The Lady Who Jumped From the 
Steamer Arizona.

It has been established beyond a doubt that 
the young lady who took passage on the 
steamer Arizona, of the Guion Line, on her 
last trip out, underthe name of Miss Kate 
B. Caulfield, and who committed suicide by 
jumping overboard while the steamer was in 
the Trish Channel, belongs toa highly re- 
spectable family in Brooklyn. Her parents 
and relatives extracted a promise from the 
agents of the Guion Line that they would not 
reveal her name to anybody. Her identity 
was fixed by her photograph, which was 
recognized by Passenger Agent Gibson, who 
saw her before she went on beard the Ari- 
zona. It is supposed that the young lady was 
somewbat demented, and thatshe engaged 
Passage with the intention of taking her own 
life. Before leaving her home, she divested 
her: elf of all her fine clothing, and put on the 
cheapest suit she could find in the house. 
The Arizona sailed onthe 3d inst. On that 
day Passengar Agent Gibson had gone to the 
pier, and was sitting in the office, when 
a rervous young lady waiked in 
and asked the price of a passage by te Arizo- 


na. He gave her the price of a first-class pas- 
sage. She then iuquired the price of a steer- 


age passage, and was toldit was $28. She 
seemed disappointed, and declared that she 
bad notenough monev fora cabin passage, 
and yet did not want to go by steerage. Mr. 
Gibson suggested the second cabin, which 
wes $40. She replied that she did not have so 
much money,and offeredto pay $55. Mr.

A Water Famine. 
| Reading (Fa.) Specialtothe N. V. Sun. | 

This city is suffering from a water famine. 
The reservoir at the head of Penn street 1s 
empty and the supply streams are so low that 
extra caution will hove to be used; otherwise 
the city will be entirely without water. The 
bydrants east of Sixth street gave out to-day, 
and there is not a drop of water to be had in 
tbat section of the city, excepting that ob- 
tained from — and small springs. The 
large spring inthe Spring Garden Brewery 
was sought by thousands of people this after- 
noon, who carried the water away to their 
homes in tubs, buckets, and other utensils. 
Many manufacturing establishments have 
been compelled toshut downon account of 
the scarcity of water, including hat factories, 
machine shops, planing mills, iron foundries, 
andthe Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
force and blacksmith shops. Several 
hotels had to draw fire from their ranges . 
to avoid explosions. At the drinking foun- 
tain at oue of the reservoirs, which has thir- 
teen feet of water therein, which is held in 
case of a fire, women and children by the 
thousands stood in line waiting their turn to 
secure water for family purposes. At the 
lowest estimation there are about 20,000 peo- 
ple withcut water to-night. It has rained 
since 4 p. m., but not sufficient to add to the 
supply. Shouid a fire break out to-night 
there would be no water to subdue it.

A NOTED ANNIVERSARY. 


How the British Burned Washington 
Sixty-six Years Ago. 
| Washington Cor. N. Y. Sun, 26th. | 

Sixty-six years ago yesterday the city of 
Washington was captured by Britisn troops 
and the Capitol and other public buildings 
were burned. The capture of the city was 
preceded by the battle of Bladensburg. Ace- 
counts of this battle differ. Mr. Lossing says 
that a bot engagement occurred between asu- 
perior force of the enemy and the American 
troops before the latter retreated, and that 
500 Englishmen were killed and wounded. 
Mr. Nicholas Callan, an old resident of Wash- 
ington, who, aithough a boy when the battle 
occurred, remembers it very distinctly, says 
that very little fighting was done, and thata 
superior force of militia retreated pell mell 
before the advance of the British. As Mr. 
Callan’s father was one of the militia, his 
son’s version is likely to be correct. Much 
nonsense has been written about the capture 
of Washington. The fact is thatthe catas- 
trophe was mainly due to the fears of Gen. 
Armstrong, then Secretary of War, and the 
cowardice of a large force of poorly-drilled 
militia. Both Gen. Armstrong and the mil- 
itia were afterward censured by a committee 
of Congress which was appointed to investi- 


gate. 

In July, 1814, it was rumored that a large 
force of British scidiers, haa sailed from the 
West Indies with the purpose of landing on the 
shores of Chesapeake Bay and destroying Bal- 
timereand Washington. No particular fears 
seem to have been entertained forthe safety of 


net. Gen. Winder was in command ofthe 
Fourth Military District, which embraced the 
District of Columbia, and he had 2,000 men, 
scattered over quite a large area ot country, 
under him. Assoon as the British, under 
command of Gen. Ross, who was afterward 
killed at the battle of Stony Point, landed at 
Benedict,onthe shore of the Chesapeake, 
Gen. Winder became impressed with the fact 
that Washington would be assaulted. He 
communicated his fears to Mr. Madison and 
15, C00 militia from Maryland, Virginia and 
the District of Columbia were 
laced at his disposal. Commodore 
arney came up the Potomac to the Patux- 
ent River with a schooner and thirteen armed 
barges, and sailed up that stream to its head 
waters, where be thought he was safe from 
ureuit, and joined his forces to those of Gen. 
isder. Gen. Ross marched tbrough Marl- 
borough directly upon Washington. Mr. 
Lessing says that Gen. Winder had 3,000 ef- 
fective men. He probably had 4,000 ineffec- 
tive militiamen besides. The number of 
Commodore Barney’s men is not given. On 
the night of the 23d of August, 1814, it was 
known in Wasbivugton that the British were 
approaching. The American troops were 
on the old Baltimore and Washington turn- 
Pike, a short distance west of Bladensburg, a 
village about six miles from this city. Gen. 
Ross was marching his troops down the pike 
toward Washiogton. 

At about 8 o’clock on the morning ofthe 
"4th the Cabinet met atthe Executive Man- 
sion preparatory to a visi§ to the battle field. 
About an hour later the party set out on 
horseback, attended by a small escort, for the 
scene ofthe fight. Upon their arrival the 
camp was found to be in great confusion and 
disorder. A panic seemed to be prevailing 
among the militiamen. The marines and 
sailors under Commodore Barney preserved 
better order. Mr. Madison became convinced 
thatthe fight would end disastrously for the 
Americantroops. He dismounted from his 
horse and ordered a messenger to ride as 
rapidly as possible to the Executive man- 
sion and inform Mrs. Madison to leave the 
city with all possible speed. She packed 
what artic'es of vaiue could be conveniently 
carried in a carriage and started for Mr. 
Madison’s place at Montpelier, Va. Before 
her departure she directed two servants,John 
Lowri and Thomas MeGrath, to remain in 
the building and, in case it was srg the 
troops, to save the famous portrait of ash- 
ington, by Stuart. These domestics, finding 
that they could not save the picture with its 
frame, cutit out and secreted it. Itnow 
hangs inthe White House. A vast amount 
of gush has been written about the preserva- 
tion of this picture. Even Mr. Lossing in 
one of his books describes Mrs. Madison as 
saying toa couple of gentlemen who informed 
her of the victory of the British: Save that 
picture; save or destroy it, but do not let it 
fall into the hands of the British. 

The battle began at about noon, and Com- 
modore Barnej’s men stood the brunt of it 
fur some time. He was tinally wounded. The 
militia proved worthless,andGen. Armstrong 
ordered a retreat. The men fled in all direc- 
tions, throwing away their arms and equip- 
ments, and dashing their coats to the ground 
the betterto facilitate flight. Most of them 
came through ‘Washington, and dispersed 
toward different points in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. Mr. Madison followed his wife. Every 
able-bodied man in Washington, excepting 
the Roman Catholic priest, had gone to the 
front. Whenthey returned most of them 
found that their families had already fled 
from the city. The British entered the city 
at about 8 p. m. While marching down Mary- 
land avenue toward the Capitol a shot was 
fired from a private house owned by a gentle- 
man named Sewall at Gen. Ross. He was 
not hurt. Hishorse was killed, however,and 
the troops surrounded the house and burned 
ittothe ground. Who fired the shot has 
never been discovered. ‘The.troops encamp- 
ed at the foot of Capitol Hill, where the 
Botanical Gardens are now located. That 
night they fired the Capitol and the Executive 
Mansion. The light of the conflagration was 
seen, it is said, as far as Baltimore, forty 
miles distant. Only the wails of the build- 
ings were left standing. 

On the following morning the British set 
fire to the Treasury, a two-story brick build- 
ing of modest dimensions, which stood where 
the present Treasury is located, on the corner 
of Fifteenth street and Pennsyivania avenue, 
The War and Navy Department buildings, 
which were built where the present imposiog 
structure, now nearly completed, stands, on 
the corner of Seventeenth street and Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, were next fired. Tue affairs of 
State and the postal business of the young Re- 
public were conducted from offices in private 
residences. They were not harmed after fir- 
ing the War and Navy Departments. (ien. 
Ross marched his troops to the corner of Fif- 
teenth and F streets and drew them up before 
abuilding occupied by the Bank of the Me- 
tropolis. now the National Metropolitan 
Bank. This institution had loaned the Gov- 


ernment $300,000, and the plate 
from which its notes were 
printed bore the words a deposi- 


tory of the Government.’’ Some of these notes 
had fallen into the possession of the British, 
and Gen. Ross believed it to be a Government 
bank. He was prepared to fire it when a cit- 
izen informed him that it was a private insti- 
tution and had no connection with the Gov- 
ernment beyond making the loan above refer- 
red to. Besides, said this honest citizen, 
as the story goes, if you burn this 5 
vou will destroy the sole support of a poor 
Irish widow, a countrywoman of yours.“ 
‘*She must be a poor Irish widow to 
own such a valuable property in Washine- 
ton,’’ said Gen. Boss, savagely, but he did not 
destroy the building.

A Dwarf Who Ceased to Grow When 
Six Months Old. 
| From the New york World. | 


Mr. P. T. Barnum will perhaps read with 
regret that there has arrived in tnis city with- 
— — knowledge a more remarkable dwarf 
th#i any with whom his name has ever been 
connected. One of the passengers by the 
steamer Wisconsin, of the Guion line, which 
arrived on Tuesday morning, on which ship 
the parents of the strange little creature 
journeyed as emigrants, tells the following 
story of its history and antecedents: 

Bridget Sughran is the daughter of John 
Sughran and wife, and was born thirty-one 
years ago on an island off the coast of Kerry, 
Ireland. For six months after her birth the 
child continued to develop as seven brothers 
and sisters before her had done. It is said to 
have been a remarkably prettyinfant. At the 
end of six months, however, it suddenly 
ceased to grow and all the intervening vears 
of the ebild's life have witnessed no develop- 
ment in its stature. Its head alone has grown 
and is nowthe sizeof the head of an average 
adult woman. Its limbs are rather ‘more 
chubby than those of an average infant of six 
months, but its skin is as pale and delicate in 
appearance as that of a new-born babe. Its 
bairis two or three inches long, but thin and 
fine like that ofa baby. All attempts at 
training have been unsuccessful in get- 
ting it to walk or talk or even to utter 
a cry. Though there is apparently no 
malformation of the tongue, it does not give 
vent to any noise even under the influence of 
pain. Yet it is by no means idiotic, for it un- 
derstands conversation and is. keenly sensi- 
tive to remarks that may pass concerning 
itself. It also appreciates and remembers 
kimcnesses. it may receive, and appears to 
have a very good memory for faces. It eats 
but little, its food consisting of a very emall 
quantity of milk with a pinch of bread. Itis 
very good-tempered, as may be presumed, 
and gives its parents little trouble. For thir- 
ty. one yearsthe parents have nursed and 
cherished it, never giving it over toa charit- 
able institution, though often suffering for 
the necessities of life. They speak of the 
cbild as an affliction sent in kindness by the 
will of God, and do not wish in any way 
togetrid ofthe burden. The account they 
give ofthe origin of the affliction accords with 
the superstition of the country. They term 
iten ‘overlook.’ A case of ‘overlook,’ they 
say, is when some witch out of evil motive 
calls down a calamity upon the object of its 
illewili. The father relates how on one ocea- 
sion, about the sixth month of the child’s age, 
two women were inthe house and one said to 
the other, ‘See what a beautiful child that is,’ 
and that from that time the child ceased to 
grow. The fatber substantiates this theory of 
his affliction by relating an instance in which 
a ‘fairy-woman’ or witch pointed to a partic- 
ularly beautiful cow among the drove, and 
immediately it feil dead. At all events he 
deems it an affliction from which only the 
pleasure of God can free him atthe proper 
time. The child is now on its wav to Mahanoy 
City, Pa., where its parents ixtend to settle 
with some of their other children.“ 

The physician at Castle Garden was much 
interested in examining the curious little be- 
ing. The child is partly bald and has lost 
many of its teeth. 


Liquid Fuel for Steamships. 
From the London Globe. | 


NA novel kind of fuel which, under certain 
circumstances, will supercede coal for use in 


with great success in the Russian steamer 
Czarewitch, the swiftest mail boat on the 
Caspian Sea. This magazine of dormant ener- 
by, as we may term raw fuel, is simply the 
fluid refuse of petroleum oil, and aftcr being 
blown into a spray by means of a jet of steam 
from the boiler of the engine, it is ignited in- 
side the furnace, and burns with a roaring 
sheet of flame. Such a mode of combustion 
has several prominent advantages over the 
usual coal fire. It requires no stoking, aud 
the flame can be manipulated like a jet of gas, 
and the steam pressure kept up to a required 
degree. The last is a valuable property for 
fast cruisers in time of war or for blockade 
runners. Moreover, there are no ashes, and 
the smoke is free from sulphur. In default, 
therefore, of compressed air as a motive 
power on the Underground Railway, perhaps 
petroleum waste may get a trial. At any rate, 
we understand that the newsystem will be 
adopted in the heating of the locomotives on 
the Tiflis-Baku Railway when it is completed, 
— probably also on other Central Asian 
nes.

DROPPED DEAD. 


Capt. Uriah Brock’s Sudden Death at 
Post-Office Corner This Mora- 


Uran Brock, the well knewn river pilot 
and captain, fell dead at the foot of the tel - 
egraph pole, corner of Third and Olive 
streets, at 11 o' clock this morning. He started 
towards the Post-oftice box to mail a letter, 
and when approaching it tbrew up his 
hands wildly, clutched at his left breast, 
staggered backwards and, reaching for the 
pole, fell, and was dead in less than a minute. 
Mr. UH. N. Young, who was 
going to the Post- office, saw the man 
stagger and broke the force of hi: fall by 
catching him as he sank. The ambulance 
was at once telegraphed for, but it was rather 
slow in coming, and for almost an hour the 
corpse lay where it fell, the head resting upon 
a cigar box anda handkerchief thrown over 
the face. A gaping crowd surrounded the 
spot, and despite the eflorts of the policemen 
to drive them away, almost trampied upon 
the body. The letter which the de- 
ceased was in the act of putting in 
the box when overtaken by death 
was directed to Mrs. C. R. Brock, Summer 
Hill, Pike county, I[ilinois.“? The deceased 
lives ut the place just mentioned and the let- 
ter wus intended for bis wife. Capt. Brock 
has a sister living at 2725 Wash street. His 
son-in-law, Sherman Brown, pilot of the 
Alex. Mitchell, was telegraphed to at Keokuk. 
The deceased has been in good health, and 
Jno. Gillis, the well-known pilot, had left 
him but a few moments before his death 
Writing a letter at the Piiots’ Headquarters, 
corner of Vine street and Commercial alley, 
and he was then apparently ia good health. 
Capt. Brock has been in the employ 
of the Keokuk Northern Line Company as 
pilot, and he ieft the Minnesota at Keokuk 
vesterday morning coming here h rail. He 
was about tifty-five years of age. His body 
was taken to the Morgue. 

Haskell’s Ide. 

General Jonathan S. Haskell, the self-styled 
d aid-de- camp to Jesus Christ,“ is becoming 
involved more and more in the Justices’ 
courts. The case of Rosenheim vs. Haskell, 
set for to-davin Justice I. J. Taaffe’s court, 
was called, and on motion of attorney for the 
plaintiff a change of venue 
was taken to Justice Young. The 
„Gerera!“ made aflidavit that he did not 
think Judge Taaffe would give him justice, 
owing to the prejudice and bias of said judge. 

The case of Benjamin vs. Haskell was next 
called and continued to next Wednesday. 
These suits are for wages which plaintiffs 
claim the General owes them. The cases had 
scarcely been disposed of when 
John Downey, fourteen years of age, 
poured a tale of wrongs into the ear of the 
judge. Jobnsavs he had been employed by 
Haskell to do chores about the“ Gospel Ta- 
ernacle’’ rnd worked for two weeks and three 
days. for which he received the stim of forty- 
five cents, paid in installments. The youth is 
ambitious, and was anxious to make 
money to pave his way to fame and glory, but 
when he discovered that he could never 
achieve his purpose in the service of the 
revivalist he concluded to seek “fresh fields 
and pastures new.“ He asked for his pay, 
but never received it. He also made aitida- 
vit charging Haskell with assault and bat-

She was fifty years of age, tbe mother 
of six children snd the wife of Henry Ochs, 
who isthe proprietor of a datry on Mnneso— 
ta avenue. between Osceola and Neosho 
streets. IWo montbsago she was afiocted 
with malarisl fever. During tue 
last tbree weeks she was 80 ill 
that ordinarilv she was unable to walk from 
one bed to another. Shorty before 4 o’clock, 
vesterday afternoon, the nurseleft Mrs. Ochs 
ard wert to another room to take a 
rest. Mr. Ochs, who was present when 
the nurse left, waited bv his wife some 
minutes aud then, observing that she was mo- 
tionless and seeminuly asleep, 
quitted the room. lle had just 
called outtbat their mother had jumped into 
tbe cistern. and Ochs bastily satistied him-

Since the arrest of four lettery ticket vend- 
ers by Officers Todd and Belt Wednesday 
evening, the other venders have announced 
their intention to quit business, closed the 
front doors of their offices and sold tickets by 
stealth in alley-ways and under the cover 
of darkness only. When the Missouri 


State Lottery Company was disorganized im 
conformity with the decision of the Supreme 
Court a large pumber of men who had been 
ealnirg a living as agents were thrown out of 
employment. A few began to pursue other 
avocations, but the majority obtained agencies 
for other lotteries, which, like the Missouri, 
soon found the payment of Police Court tines 
and of costs in appealed cases rather 
too expensive and accordingly ceased operat- 
ing inthis city. For some six weeks nota 
lottery ticket vender could be discovered, and 
the Police Commissioners flattered them- 
selves that lottery would trouble them no 
more. But they were mistaken. I*irst one 
vender, then another re-opened his oflice and 
displayed tickets, this time stamped 
wit the seal of the ommon wealth 
Distribution Company of Keftlucky or the 
Louisiana State Lottery Company. A special 
meeting of the Board of Police Commissioners 
was called for the purpose of considering the 
advisability of again raidmg the offices and ar- 
resting their occupants. As the result Officer

This 
one is Peter Ross, whose office is at the cor- 
ner of Thirteenth and Poplar streets. That 
there are a number of others is not doubted, 
butas yetthey have not been discovered. 
Seattered ali over the citv, however, are 
what are called policy shops; little, 
grimy rooms, the doors vi which are entered 
after traversing an alley or dark passage, and 
the presiding officers of which are stoop- 
shouldered old men and evil-eyed youths. 
Entrance to these places is not easily effect- 
ed. One has to undergo the careful scrutiny 
of an individual who loiters about the door 
and of the occupant of the room. When 
a suspicious-looking person chances to ap- 
proach the alarm is given at once, the doors 
are closed and very hard knocking is requisite 
to the imparting of the information that some 
one desirestoenter. Then, when the door is 
opened, no indication of a lottery can be dis- 
covered. Atsuch places it is only by the 
donning of a good disguise or a sudden and 
bold raid that the offieers cansecure evidence 
enough to convict. The regular policy-play- 
ers, Who are well-known to the venders, visit 
the offices daily and without any great 
trouble. They pay for a ticket the sum of 5. 
10, 15, 20 or 25 cents, usually dor 10 cents. 
Below is afac-simile of a ticket obtained from 
Frank Monroe, of Sixth and Walnut streets, 
on the 24th inst. The figures were written 
with a pencil on common straw paper of 
brown color:

5s will be paid to the ticket holder. The l0U—:; 
shows that 10 cents has been paid for the last 
three numbers, and the 12-40 that if they 
are drawn $12 40 will be given to the holder 
of theticket. The wayin which the prizes 
are drawn is rather unique. The proprietor 
of the game turus no wheel of fortune as did 
the lottery companies, but merely takes a 
pencil and marks off the numbers which he 
wishes to be known as lucky. The advantage 
which he has over the players can be seen 
readily. Most all the devotees of the game 
are negroes. The Police Board seems de- 
termined to apprebend the ticket sellers, and 
Officers Todd and Belt are doing all they can 
toward executing their mission. 


DECOY LETTERS. 


How the Special Agents of the Post- 
Office Trap the Mail Robbers. 


A reporter this morning wandered into the 
apecial domain of the Postal Special Agent, 
Col. Schaurte,and after a vain eflort to gather 
something startling from the impassive Colo- 


nel, dropped into conversation about mail 
2 and the difficulty of detecting 
them. 

ou see that row of letters,“ said the 
Colonel, pointing to a lot of pigeon- holes fu 
of envelopes. Every one of them are d 
ceys. They are addressed in ow variety of 
handwriting and are postmarked from the 
most divers places on the continent. We 
have a private mark for the money 
we use, of which we also record 
of course the number and denominations. 
When we suspect a man of dishonesty we 
flood him with decoys, If he is at all dishonest 
he is sureto bite sooner or later, for you have 
no idea how weil calculated to decelve these 
letters are. Yousee there area great many 
men who handle the mail on any route, and 
when complaints begin to come in there are 
perhaps as many as two dozen men who may 
be guilty. We haveto work from both ends 
and narrow the thing down till we come to 
the thief; and even then itis no easy matter 
to secure such evidence as will 
convict. These men are handling 
thousands of letters daily, and no matter how 
thick we drop the decoys around them, they 
may miss them by accident.” 

Well, you have other decoys besides these 
ordinary letters, bave you not?“ 

We have registered packages too, and we 
can generally catch them with one or the otu- 
er. Those posta! thieves scquire a wonder 
ful facility of touch, so that they can, by al- 
most an instant's pressure, tell whether a 
letter has money in it or not. One of them 
that we captured some years ago had the 
neatest and slickest device I ever saw. He 
had grown ay peculiar spike-shaped nail 
on his first finger, which he kept as keen and 
sharp as a razor. 
es me to one that feltlike money he would 
drive bis nail through it, and then a simple 
bend of the letter wouid show if there were 
ereenbacks inside. Fiattening the letter out 
„gain the mark would disappear almost, it 
was sosmall. Most of them depend simply 
on their delicacy of touch, however. 

Nou shadow them to find them pass the 
marked money, I suppose?’ 

“Certainly; we watch very 
closely and spend a good 
de al of money on them too, for it is cheaper iu 
the long run to weed these fellows out at 
once, no matter at what cost, for the effect it 
bas on the others. Some ot them are very in- 
genious in the way they conceal money they 

ave stolen. One kept a lot of open letters 
about him, properly postmarked and address- 
ed to himself, into which he quietly passed the 
money stolen from other letters, sealed them 
and — them into the pile of mail, thu 
effectually evading detection. But vo matter

_ The prestige of Barnum’s name, with the 
imagination of the possible ana the impossi-

something for its gratification. They were 
not atalossin this particular. From the 
hour of 7, when the doors were opened, until 
8 o’clock there was a constant struggle in the 
narrow passage which circles the interior for 
an intimate view of the menagerie.

THE INSURANCE MUDDLE. 


The United States Circuit Court About 
Taking a Shy at the Problem. 
To-day there was filed a bill in equity of 
Hamilton, of Mobile, Billups, of New York, 
and others, by Rider & Crawford, of this city, 
their counsel, against Chouteau, O’Fallon, 
O. A. Hunt, and others, for sums, principal 
and interest, amounting to abeut $40,000. 
The proceeding is a general creditor’s bill and 
is against the siockholders of the St. Louis 
Mutual Life, who, about October, 1874, receiv- 
ed 100 cents on tlre dollar for their stock in the 
St. Louis Mutual out of funds of the St. 
Louis Mutual Life, Which funds had been re- 
ceived from Mound City Life under the rein- 
surancecontract. The bill alleges this was a 
trick by which the stockholders of an insol- 
vent insurance company sold their stock in 
reality totheirown company, receiving full 
par value of the steck. The bili attacks the 
reinsurance contract as a fraudulent and ul- 
tra vires proceeding by which the 
managers parceled out amongst themselves 
the assets of both companies, of 
all of which the defendant stockholders were 
cognizant, and so in good conscience should 
reiund the same to the policy-holders.

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AGRICOLA’S COLUMN. 


In Whick the Farmer ts Supplied 
| With Hints. 


How Canada Thistles are Propagated— 
Work for September—Gragé for Pas- 
ture—Cud of Cows—Farm Notes 
and Household Receipts. _ 


A correspondent of the Country Gentleman 
writes: liavire harvesteda large crop of 
cherries fof three or four years from a small 
orchard, and this year’s produce exceediug 
that of any former vear. I thought some vil- 
lege or city reader of your paper would be 
gisd to bear bow it was brougbt about. My 
faim consists of about twenty-five feet square 
ona city lot, and on this piece of ground 1 
have two of the old-fashioned sour cherrv- 
trees, Which I sei out eight or nine years ag». 
I have kept the ground m: liow and wet, spad- 
ing up the ground for three or four feet from 
the bodyofthetree. They grew famously; 
and, if they had never borne a cherry, | 
would have been well paid im having such 
nice shade trees. But, in the course of two 
or three years from setting out, we had a fair 
crop of cherries, and for three years past have 
never had less than three busbels, this vear 
vetting atrifle over tive bushels from two 
trees, by actual measure. We commenced to 
pick on June 14, and ended July 7, the trees 
being se shaded that they did not ripen very 
evenly. We bad cherries that measured 
plump two and five-eighths inches in circum- 
ference, but only a smal! proportion measur- 
ed so much. 

Another peculiarity was that thev were 
never wormy. 1 do not believe there were a 
dozen wormy ones inthe five bushels. A 
farmer’s wife who saw tbe trees at their best 
declared that she never saw such asight in 
her life. The trees are now twenty-five feet 
high, and one of them, not having been 
cramped for room, has aspread of about the 
same diameter. They are not bushes, but 
good sized trees. Any onecan get just as 
good results if he will put a little work on his 
trees—say three or four bours a year to each 
tree. As soon as the ground gets hard around 
the tree spade it up. Put your wash water 
and otber waste water about the trees, so that 
the ground will not get too dry, andthe fruit 
will be therein due ume to pay a hundred 
fold for the labor put on them. 

Another thing is never to allow, at any time 
of year, worms’ neststoforminthe trees.

HOW CANADA THISTLES SPREAD. 
Cattle and sheep, especially sheep, 


Every vear large numbers of 
sheep aire brought from Canada, New Vork. 


andthe New England States into various parts 


of the west for feeding purposes, and in al- 
most every instance the seeds of these hated 
thistles bave been in toeir wool. 
often spring up in pasiures

up the next season, abd as the ground is rich, 
they make a good growth. Often considera- 
ble patches are formed before they are discov— 
ered. As the ground is nor plowed, and the 
vegeialionisno cut, the thistles gain posses- 
sion of the soiland heep it anless great pain: 
ure taken to subdue them and to keep other 
seeds from taking rool. 

Canada thisties are often brongat from the 
Last with the seed of grain, cluver, and grass 
“ome ten vesars ago a Variety of oats prown in 
Vermont gas very venerally distributed 
threugbout the Westrand in many se:tions 
thistles grew and ripened withthe oats. In 


a few instances, ut jeast, the sceds of thisties | 


have been found in thesame pack+ge with 
Nower and garden seeds. The seed has also 
been brought in chicken cops and in boxes 
where caives were contined. The appearance 
of Canada thistles in several places has been 
trace- to persons who emptied straw beds by 
the wayside. These beds had been sent in 
**prairie schoouers, or other vehicles, in the 
long journey fromthe East to the West, and 
the contents thrown away when tbe travelers 
got totbeir destination or when they wanted 
new straw on which to sleep. 

More Canada thistles have been brought to 
the Westin thestraw used to tie up fruit trees 
and in the vacking about furniture and crock- 
erv-waore than in any other way. This straw 
is Offen empioved for mulching fruit trees, for 
hedding bor-es, and fortving up vines. In 
citherof these ways it is in a good situation 
to leave the thistie seed it contains where it 
willeemminate. & large amount of thistle 
td, first ard last, hus been sent tothe West 
in samples of seed grain, especially oats, that 
bave been sent out by the national department 
of agriculture. Some has also been brought 
in cars that have been used for carryiug cattle 
inthe Kast. With so many ways of introduc- 
ing Canada thistles itappea':s strange that 
they are not more numerous than they are. 

HINTS FOR SEPTEMBER. 


Farmer Lutmer intends to haul gravel about 
the gates snd yards. Plow for wheat and sow 
about the 20th. Haul out maoure. Cut up 
corn. Get in winter wood and repair some 
fence. 

Mrs. Bonham gave the following hints to 
the ladies for september: 

This is one „f the hardest months and a 
wood supply of fruits, pickies and vegetables 
should be tard by for the wiuter months. 

Corn and Lima beans maybe dried. Ap- 
ples, peaches and pears may be protitably laid 
in inthis wax. Cider und apple-butter may 
be made the latter part of the month for the 
sake of saving windfalls, buta better article 
is mede later inthe season. 

September is oneef tue best months for 
pachirge butter, and if properly done it should 
be betterthan that male in winter. Be on 
the lockout for frosts, and secure squashes 
and sweet potatoes and such vegetables as are 
easily injured. Lay ina good supply of cut- 
tires fiom beddirg plants to brigiten vour 
homes during the winter months and give the 
wherewith for ornamenting the grounds next 
suminer. All plants to be kept over should 
be taben up eariy i) the month that they may 
have time to recover fromthe shock before 
they have to be taken indoors. 

Look over winter clothing, and make over 
zurments that are out of styie or ill fitting. 
‘The increased wear of a made-over garment 
will offen pay for the trouble. ‘The mother 
of.a family sbould sce thatall are provided 
with unde clothing stil able for the Season, 
and wraps for cool mornings and evenings, 

Fairs willbe held during September, and 
the farmer and his famiy should attend those 
that are near, and take specimens of their 
skillendindustry. If every one would do 
this our fairs would be of greater interest, 
and by comparing wi'h o! hers we could learn 
of better wavs. Manyof us are situated 80 
that we can not take extended trips, but a 
day or two atthe fairs will take us out of the 
rut, end improve both health and spirits.

where it is masticated; it then returns to the 
third stcmach, or manypius. From thence it 
passes to the fourth stomach. The talk about 
a cow losing its cud is nonsense, and making 
a new one for her is a humbug. If a cow is 
sick she will not chew her cud, but when the 
bealthy action of the stomach is restored the 
chewing of the cud is resumed, and it is now 
regarded as one of the evidences of convales- 
cence. The old idea was that the rising of one 
cud was dependent upon the descension of 
the other, and conseqtently when a cow was 
sick and did not shew ber cud an artificial 
one was furnisbed, so that by its descending 
force anotber ht be forced upwards. 
“FEEDING HORSES. 


Some horses acquire the habit of eatinga 
great deal more than they can digest, while 
others require much more food than the aver- 


| age. A system of regular feeding at regular 


hours should be adopted, Some persons com- 
mence feeding oats to edits before they leave 
the Mare, and with good results. Too high 

raining, however, is not advisable for young 
— Feeding a horse grain simply when 
he is going away, or going to do hard work, is 
Lot a good policy, for the grain just fed is of 
po benefit to the horse in immediate work, 
except so far as allay ing bunger is concerned. 
It can add no strength to tue horse to aid it 
in performing a duy’s journey or a hard piece 
of work. It will take ten days before the feed 
ill teil upon the strevgth of the horse. Feed 
a ittle grain eve: da and then your horse is 
aiways ready for work. 

CHICKEN CHOLERA. 


Many causes are claimed for chicken chole- 
ra. Some poultry-ruisers urge that impure 
wuter is one cause. Others advance the ides 
that roosting in houses is at the root of the 
eviland vet chickens have had this disease 
whose only roosting place was the tree top. 
Then, again, others claim that lice are the 
cause of cholera, yet this does not hold good, 
for lice have sometimes been very numerous 
on chickens that bave died, having no symp- 
toms of cholera. Some claim that green grass 
would produce dysentery or diarrhea, but 
not genuire cholera. Many chicken-raisers 
claim various causes for cholera, yet-a true 
cause bas not as yet been discovered. 

THK BEST GRASSES FOR PASTURE. 

Mr. KF ye advocates blue grass on hilly land. 
It prevents wasting and is very profitable pas- 
ture, does well among timber, comes early. 
For cow and hog pasture he would have clo- 
ver and timothy. 

For hay be would have clean timothy. Here 
Mr. Lintner tells Mr. Fve the grass on his 
farm is not blue gra but spear grass. Mr. 
Bonbam, on the question of blue grass, said 
that be inclined to the views of a botanist in 
New York, who says the grass_commonly 
known as blue grass from Southern Kentucky 
nortb to the lakes, and from New York to 
Kansas, 's true blue grass. 

This grass does best ia the blue grass region 
of Kentucky. The winters and soils of the 
Northern States are not so well suited to it, 
and the result is a smaller growth and a light- 
er shade of green, butis essentially the same 
species. 

He iliustrated the climatic effect on corn 
brought from a Southern to a Northern lati- 
tude. Still the change, though great, did 
not change the species. 

In Kentucky they were careful not to over- 
tax their pastures inthe fail, and allowed it 
to grow tall for winter pasture. This made 
better growth. Mr. Fye often turns his 
young stock on his blue grass hills aud timber 
as early as April. 

HALTER PULLING, 

If care is used in so securing a young horse, 
when being broke, that be does not get the 
advaptage of his master, he seldom has bad 
babits. But if he once succeeds in having his 
own Way, Which is contrary to that of his 
trainers, it takes him a long time to forget it. 
liulier breaking is one of these bad habits 
that by so securing the horse, every time he 
is tied, that he can not free bimself, aud con- 
tinuing this perfect security until he has 
forgotten the practice. Many fail by not be- 
ing sullicientiy careful every time and long 
enough. Our practice bas been, when we got 
hold of such an animal, to tie him around the 
neck With a three fourths inch rope, and al- 
ways tie toa post strony enough to ho'd him. 
A few pulls wiil satisfy him, but it will nut do 
tu forget vourio;ye for some iime. We pre- 
sume there are better met ods by which a 
terseis made to punish himself when he 
Pils. We have heard of many such reme- 
Giver, and Duve seen some of them tried. Any 
of them: wil do if sutlic ent care is used, but 
bv alitile carelessness One may do more in— 
jury than benebt. 

MOLES, 

Moles can be kilied by settipg a trap as fol- 
lows; Take a beard four or five inches wide 
and seven or eigbt inches long, and fill it 
with sharp teeth made of wire, lettingſthe teeth 
be four or tive inches long. Press down anv 
part of their track cently with the foot, so as 
to interrupt their pessage (for they pass back 
and fourth through the same track), then 
place the board prepared as described direct- 
lIyW@ over the part thus pressed down, then 
take any heavy postor log of wood and sup- 
port one end of iton ordiuary trap sticks di- 
rectiv over this board tilled with teeth, and 
some distance above it, say six or eight inches 
do as o insure the teeth being well driven 
into the ground when it falls. Bear in miad 
that the end of the treadie must be put close- 
jy in contact with the earth that wa® pressed 
down with the foot, so that when the m le 
comes along be raises the earth and springs 
the trap, and in most cases finds himself pia— 
ned to the ground. Be careful and see that 
the teeth do not strike the treadie. 
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Farm Notes. 


Bran or middlings mixed with whey and 
fed to pigs keeps them in excellent health. 


In feeding bran to stoek we obtain a return 
almost equal to 1.8 cost in the active quality of 
the manure. 

Providence never hides a smiling counte- 
nance from those who manure highly, culti- 
vate often and seed liberally. 


If a groove 1s made in a ben roost and filled 
with a mixture of lard and sulphur, the fowls 
will not be troubled with lice. 

A horse with weak digestion' should be fed 
four times a day with but a small quantity of 
bulky food, and should not be watered until 
two bours after eating. 


The pride of the farmer should bein his 
fields. In their beauty, in their order, in 
their product he should place the gratifica- 
tion of his humble and honorable ambition. 

Wberever you see a farm upon which year 
after year no improvement is made, you may 
be sure that the farmer does not read the 
Post DisPatrcii, neither does he observe 
or think.

Beyond a slight scorching of the skin, no in- 
jury coula be detected; and, while the sur- 
geon Was Vainly searching for a mortal hurt, 
his patient anxiously inquired where the 
bullet had lodged?’’ 1 fancy, was the re- 
ply, **that you must have forgotten to put it 
into the pistol.’’ Give me my waitstcuvat,’’ 
ejaculated the intended self-slayer, and, sure 
enough,safely easconced in the watch-pocket 
of that garment was found the missile with 
which be had designed to extinguish his vital 
spark.

Three 
of the rejected masterpieces may be said to 
have been heavily handicapped by the 
following titles. Pope Pius and Victor 
Lmanuel; or Two Dead Men.“ a tragedy ia 
bine acts: The Betraver; or, the Heads- 
man’s Bloody Necktie;’’ and“ he Murderer 
of Sixteen Live Ones.’’ It is easy toimaygine 
the astopisbment aud consternation with 
which the babituxl frequenter of the classical 
Burg would regard ap announcement setting 
forth that any one of these three appalling 
dramas was 'in course of preparation fur per- 
formance by bis Imperial and Royal Majesty's 
servonts.”?

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Discoveries in Athens. 
From the Athenwunin. | 

Very interesting relics have been found by 
a German aichitect, Herr Bohn, at the en- 
trance to the Acropolis, where he was makiug 
purely scientific researches. They consist of 
a pew frazment of the balustrade wuich bor- 
dered the terrace of the Temple of Nike Ap- 
teros. This fragment, like those previously 
known, represents a Victory. The face looks 
almost straight tothe front, the wings are 
extended, the right leg slightly advanced. 
The head is missing, and the upper partof 
the body is much injured. At the same place 
has been uneartned a little statue of Victory. 
of which the moulage isin one of the muse- 
ums of Athens, aud which was supposed to 
be lost; but the head has disappeared. At 
the same time, Ilerr Bohn has removed al- 
most ull the earth accumulated on the slope 
of the Propyl:ea, and he has laid bare the rock 
at the left of the lateral staircase. Besides 
this, be has opened a trench at the foot of the 
gate, and of the wall of which it forms the 
center. Near the gate, on the right, at a 
depth of hoslf a meter, there bas been found 
embedded in tne watla bas-relief of small 
dimensions, representing a quadriga, in a 
perfect state of preservation. be charioteer 
is perched before the car on the pole, while 
avoung warrior in the rear seems to be in 
the act of placing his foot on the ground. 
Another fragment, found near the wall, rep- 
resents, in relief, 2 serpent, which coils itself 
round an olive tree laden with fruit. It is 
supposed to represent the serpent of the 
Lrecbiheum. n 


Chased by a Bowldcr.

Yesterday afternoon a curious accident hap- 
pepedtoa party of excursionists from San 
Francisco, who were driving down from Luke 
Bigler. John Simmons, William Townsend 
and Charles N. Balch. who had spent a week 
at the lake, were coming down in a private 
conves ance, when in Clear Creek canon, just 
this side of where the flume crosses the road 
for the first time, tbe team was struck by a 
falling bowlder. They were driving along 
leisurely when Mr. Balch saw the rock, which 
weighed several tons, coming down the 
mountain side.
